With a Total Area of 275 Square Mlles,
and a Population of 13,000 to
14,000 Souls.

Ban Faaxcisco, July 29.—The Austra-
Han steamer brings mews of a eerious
pature from the Malay Archipelago.
The steamer Catterthun, which arrived
at Bydney, N. 8. W., reports that when
she touched at the island of Timor there
was & rumor current that the island of
Bangir had been deatroyed by a volcanic
eraption, and that the whole population,
comprising 13,000 souls, had perished.
The Catterthun steamed for miles
through masses of debris. The Sangir
islands lie to the north of Celebes and
are about fifty in nomber. The three
largest islands are Great S8angir, Eplacw
and Tagolanday. Great Bangir is the
island supposed to have bsen desiroyed
by the voleanic eruption. The island
had an ares of 276 squarsa miles and
was divided into four kingdoms. The
total population was supposed to be
about 18,000 or 14,000. In the north-
western part of the island towerd the
great mountain of Abu, orthe seh moun-
tain, which bhas often been in sruption,
causing much damage and lose of life.
The natives regarded it with sopersti-
tions awe and whenever they heard the
rumbling that preceded an ontbreak they
resorted to certain mystic rites to oppose
the diety of the mountain. In March of
18568 there was a terrible eruption and
gtreams of lava and boiling water were

soured forth from the crater. The rich
platations on the mountain-side were
earried away and 3,000 lives were lost.

VISITED BY A B1G AURORA.

Northern Heavens Brilliant With the
Display-—Heavy Electrical Storm.

Prom the Chicago News, 18th.)

An electrical storm of unusual severity
swept over the central and eastern por-
tions of the United States Saturday be-
tween 11:30 o'clock 8. m. and 4 p. m.
Telegraph wirea refused to work and
business at the Western Union and the
Postal telegraph companies was badly
interrupted all day. Following the elec-
trical storm & brilliant aurora borealis
illominated the sky, reaching around
the nortbern horizon and almost touch-
ing the equator with its east and west
points., Forming firet in 2 bank of dark
green, & rich arch was reared that
reached ita highth, half-way to the zen-
ith, at 9:800'clock. Droppingdown and
shooting up from this were pale-
shafts, while sheeta of yellow light
flashed and waved hehind the phenom-
ena. At10 o'clock a lilac-colored sail
appeared a little to the west of north
and floated away to the west, changing
ita color like the picture from a dissolv-
ing-view camera to a pale pink, a deep
yellow and black to a mellow green. At
10:30 o'clock the elements gathered fox
a final display, and shooting up like a
polnted wall came the aurora. To the
west a section ewung off, formed a horse-
shoe and for two minutes a perfect rep-
resentation of an immense waterfzll was
made. In the north sheets of vellow
lightning were woven through the col-
umns, spurs and streamers. Then the
roey tint of the setting sun burned
throogh this vast curtain and the fires
slowly went out. In the telegraph of-
fices tronble had been experienced all
day. Boperintendent of Telegraph Con-
gor of the Illinois Central worked like a
beaver with hie wires. ““As soon ag I
got one line to working,’” said he, “*an-
other would fall down and in a short
time the first was just as bad as it was
before. The short linesgave tie as much
trouble as the long-distance and this
confused me. Finally I concluded that
it was an electrical storm and gat down
to await the end. By 4 o'clock we counld
get New Orleans as easily ns 43d street
and when I left all was working well.”
In the Western Union and Postal tele-
graph offices long- istance wires were
grounded and tbe instrnments worked

of Perspicacity.

Perhaps those who think labor has
equity rights in the profits of capital
will be able to tell ua what eguity it has
in the profite A. M. Cannon will pro-
bably make in hie speculation on the

of the Abercorn. This veesel was
wrecked on the beach outside Gray's
harbor, having on board a cargo of
2,300 tons of steel raile. The owners in-
vestigated the question of raising the
wreck, but decided that it would not
pay, and finally sold the cargo to Mr.
Cannon, who ie mnow reclaiming the
property. He has built a pier from the
beach to the wreck, a distance of 1750
feet, and is employing divera and other
men to the number of 35. The divers
receive £10 per day for four hours, and
the other men, who are chiefly ranchers
living in the neighborhood, receive good
wages. The cost of taking out the rails
and shipping to Portland iz about §5 per
ton, and Mr, Cannon’s profits will pro- |
bably exceed $560,000.

The question is, bas Mr. Cannon earn-
ed this money, and if not, who has? But
for his perspicacity, resolution and readi-
ness to undertake a novel and somewhat
hesardous enterprise, the rails wonld
still be reposingat the bottom of the sea,
and the original owners would not have
reoeived the amount he paid them for
the property. Whatever equily interest
may be claimed for the labor that pro-
duoced the rmails—assuming that the
wages pald were inequitable—was lost
in the wreck, and attaches now only fo
the money paid the owners by Mr. Can-
non. Butsach equity does not exist,
sinoce the rails were a losz instead of a
profit. If there is any equity whatever,
it iz on the eide of the owner, who
should lsok to the labor that produced
the rails to gshare with him the loss. It
is evident that any property interest or
equity now in the rails must begin with
them at the hottom of the sea.

The labor that ie employed in the
work of taking them out and shipping
them is well paid. The diversare re-
ceiving large wages for a few houre’
work. The other men are only too glad
to get this work to do, as it helpe them
to and their slender income while mak-
ing themselves a home in the forest.
Mr. Cannon has conferred a special
favor on them all by giving them an
unusnel end anexpected opportunity to
earn money. These men all have an
opportunity to work, and this property
ie rescned from « position where it is
valueless and placed where it possesses
great value, all through the brains,
energy, excontive ability, daring and
capital 6f one man. - He does no more
mental labor than the man who super-
intended the building of the pier, and
does not expend go much phyeical force
asany of his employes, yet it is a fact
that bhe earns all the profit that comes

to him as fully as they earn their wnﬁ.
His ability to do this is a difference be-
tween him and them that the world
